KINGS STORY TOLD TO CONSTA- 
BLE LOW, 

"This morning’s evidence eontinuecd 
Constable Low in the witness 
box. His story was direfly relating 
to what the eaeceused King hind told 
him on the way to Edmonton from 
Lesser Slave Lake. He, m company 
with a speeial constable, were bring- 
ine: the prisoner and his supposed be- 
longings down to Fort S:skatchewan. 
It is about an eight days’ trip coming 
from Lesser SIave Like to Athabasca 
Landing by water and from there to 
[Edmonton by treil. When the purty 
were between A'thabasca Landing 
and Edmonten they stopped for 3 
mixht at *a hostelry called “The 
Egge Place.” While there the wit- 
mess says “that King was talking 
quite freely wiih another man and 
sa he took him away ont to the 
“bunk -house.” Here King told him 
the following story: “I was in Sali 
Lake City Iast summer but ‘left the 
fatter part of July comme up into 
southern Alberta on an excursion. I 
stopped at Raymond and also Leth- 
bridge, finally reaching Calgary. As 
I was walking aroend the depot at 
that plaec T° met & man who engag- 
ed me im conversation. We talked 
for some time, be askme me if I 
would dike te go up in the Northwest 
tray: ping, ‘This I decided to do, so 
we came up to Edmonton ta@gether, 
There we “<h pped ia® and bougit an 
outfit and started ‘north for the 
Peace River coamtry.” “Whet was 
your partner’s name,” asked Consta- 
ble Low. “I am vot sure about the 
lastt name, but-T think it-was Haur- 
don, Ed. Murdon,” replied Kir: 

Resuming the prisoner said: “We 
traveled together until wa reached 
Lesver Slave Lake, when the man 
that was with me ehanced his miod 
pnd said he wanted to go to British 
Columbia, So I-bought bis share of 
the catf%, paying him $115 for the 
same. Then he started fon British) 
Colimbia, going by the E&turgeon 
Lake trail, This was the last I.saw 
of him.” 

Witness sai he brought the prison- 
er to Edmentos, and in company 
with Corperal McLeod, took the flesh 
specimens whieh had been found in 
the ashes of the old camp fire. ta 
Dr. Brathwaite. who ealled in Drs. . 
Hisicr: and Wilson, whe helped him
